■Awr  of  the  Aa  turd  at  OtMlU  : 

8tace  you  bare  felt  it  to  be  your  duty  aa 
s  public  journalist  to  give  your  views  in 
regard  to  my  pamphlet  entitled.  "  Hear  the 
other  aide,"  I  ask  of  you  an  equal  apace  lor 
a  reply.  1  shall  be  brief. 

The  beginning  of  this  controversy  arose 
from  the  fact  that  many  of  the  tubecribere 
to  the  Montclair  Depot  fund  called  upon 
me  about  the  first  day  of  J  une  by  letter, 
asking  of  me  aa  Chairman  of  a  Committee 
appointed  by  them  at  a  meeting  of  the  sub 
eoriben  to  such  fund,  to  learn  if  their  sub. 
ecnptiima  bad  boon  properly  applied.  Thie 
enquiry  probably  aroee  from  a  statement 
being  published  la  the  local  papers,  that 
a  lion  of  about  $$,000  was  on  file  upon  the 
Depot  building.  And  let  me  aay,  hete 
that  I  bad  done  nothing  in  any  way,  shape 
or  manner,  la  procuring  this  call  to  be 
made.  In  consequence  of  such  demand, 
which  I,  of  course,  recognized  as  proper,  I 
copied  the  Resolutions  passed  by  such 
meeting,  one  of  which  made  it  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  to  obtain  Touchers  in  settle 
meat  with  the  Railway  Company,  and  re- 
queated  the  proper  Touchers  from  Mr  Pratt, 
as  the  proper  person  to  apply  to  for  them. 
My  two  associates  in  the  Committee  readi¬ 
ly  approved  of  what  I  had  done  and  affix  - 
ad  their  names  thereto.  The  paper  was 
then  sent  to  Mr.  Pratt. 

So  far  ss  I,  or  the  other  members  of  the 
Committee  were  concerned,  we  were  indif¬ 
ferent  as  to  what  answer  he  would  make. 
It  wu  to  be  our  Report  to  the  subscribers 
who  had  culled  upon  us  for  the  informa¬ 
tion  and  to  all  others  interested. 

Thus  far  I  had  done  nothing  not  ia  the 
strict  Une  of  duty.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  what  was  the  conduct  of  Mr  Pratt! 
When  I  was  absent  from  borne  in  Connect¬ 
icut,  on  n  visit,  he  called  his  meeting  of 
June  14th  by  sending  to  subscribers  printed 
Circulars  in  which  he  promised  to  give  a 
full  statement  of  the  case. 

One  of  these  was  left  at  my  bouse.  But 
far  fear  that  I  should  not  be  present  on 
that  occasion,  he  obtained  permission  from 
a  gentleman  of  Montclair,  to  telegraph  me 
In  his  uame,  notifying  me  of  the  meeting. 

During  the  pendency  of  this  call  (June 
11th)  he  made  to  a  gentleman  this  state 
ment:  UI  am  going  to  have  a  dissection  at 
Montclair  to-morrow  evening  and  it  would 
not  be  just  the  thing  to  meet  together  for 
such  purpoee  without  having  [the  subject 
there— I  must  have  him  on  hand.”  The 
rubjoel  war  tfurn.  (I  enclose  the  name  oi 
this  gentleman.) 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  Pratt’s  couree,  ii 
describsd  iully  and  fairly  in  my  pamph 
1st.  He  read  hit  speech  from  s  carefully 
prepared  manuscript,  and  made  a  cold, 
cruel,  heartless  and  false  attack  upon  me, 
personally. 

If,  in  yonr  language,  Mr.  Bditor,  I  have 
“had  fervid  heart-burnings  which  he  (I) 
cannot  extinguish,”  it  is  because  I  am  bu 
man.  As  to  the  facts  :  I  give  days,  dates, 
amounts,  and  to  what  purpose  applied, 
with  minute  particularity,  and,  hold  my¬ 
self  at  all  times  in  readiness  to  prove  every 
one  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  intelligent 
peraon. 

You  further  say,  in  spewing  of  my 
pamphlet,  “  It  cannot  fail  to  disturb  the 
harmony  and  peace  ot  our  society  and  pre¬ 
judice  injuriously  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
oar  children  to  an  extent  which  the  whole 
Cost  ot  the  Depot,  or  even  the  'entire  rend 
would  not  adequately  measure.” 

This  is  a  new  doctrine.  The  law-mak¬ 
ing  powers  of  the  whole  civilized  world 
have  made  provision  tor  the  exposure  of 
crime,  by  giving  power  to  executive  offl 
cera  to  offer  rewards,  sod  pay,  for  the  ex¬ 
posure  of  criminals — and  have  enacted 
laws  for  tha  pnnishmer.t  of  those  who  are 
thus  exposed  and  guilty  of  crimes.  This 
Ddone,  not  merely  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
flicting  physical  or  other  punishment  upon 
tbs  arlminal,  but  that  an  example  may  be 
made  of  the  wrong-doer  for  the  benefit  of 
the  minds  of  our  children— to  educate 
them  ia  the  wholesome  belief  that  for  eve 
ry  crime  committed,  then  ia  a  penalty  pro 
Tided,  which  If  detected,  is  sure  to  be  en- 
fnrredj  end  tbet  no  poeitlon,  social  or  oth¬ 
erwise,  is  a  protection  or  shield  to  him  who 
“walks  in  the  ways  of  wickedness.” 

But  if  0.1  the  other  hand,  the  culprit  is 
shielded  by  the  protection  of  the  powerful 
and  influential— by  those  our  children  aie 
taught  to  look  to  tor  tlielr  models  ot  Just 
and  worthy  men — then,  and  in  such  case, 
Mr  Editor,  I  agree  with  yon,  that  the  inju 
ry  done  by  exposure  ia  Incalculable  1 

I  had  no  intention  of  bringing  about  such 
a  resalt,  and  did  not  balisvs  it  possible  that 
la  Montclair  s«ch  a  thing  could  be.

A  long  aud  pleasant 
interview  confirmed  his  gratified  feel* 
iaga  and  strengthened  hia  confidence 
that  the  good  principles  you  inherit' d  at 
birth,  or  imbibed  in  childhood,  have  de¬ 
veloped  themselves  in  your  character  as  a 
rich  endowmsnt  for  your  manhood.  As 
Recollection  and  Association  brought  out 
on*  instance  after  another  how  vividly 
Were  they  portrayed  before  his  mind  I 
How  plainly  could  be  see  the  prugreeeive 
development  of  mind  and  habit  I  And  O, 
so  distinctly  marked  year  by  year! 

It  is  pleasant,  my  son,  to  live  over  again 
those  days  of  gleeaouie  childhood,  oi  boyish 
frolic,  of  youthful  inquisitiveness;  and  even 
those  seasons  of  irresponmbl*  recklessness, 
then  ot  the  inception  of  responsible  ideas, 
and  then  ot  the  consciousness  of  moral  ob¬ 
ligations  and  duty.  But  I  cannot  dwell 
upon  the  past. 

You  have  now  reached  the  Rubicon 
which  define*  the  line  between  adole¬ 
scence  and  manhood;  between  tbs  prepara¬ 
tory  training  and  the  actual  assumption 
of  the  responsibilities  of  man's  estate.  You 
are  about  to  cross  the  line.  It  is  not 
question  whether  yon  will  or  not,  there  is 
no  optioo  allowed.  Is  your  preparation 
complete!  Are  you  well  fortified  lnr  mind 
and  soul!  well  fitted  aleo  with  the  graces 
thst  adorn!  Henceforth  yon  arc  no  longer 
the  child,  the  boy,  the  youth;  but  in  fact 
and  in  law  you  are  a  Man,  a  Citizen. 
How  will  you  carry  your  bonois!  How 
will  you  acquit  yourself  under  your  respon¬ 
sibility!  How  wilkjou  fulfil  your  heaven 
appointed  tiuatf 

Tenacom  Proporiti  was  the  early  motto 
of  our  family  shield.  Understand  it  tho¬ 
roughly  and  adopt  it  as  your  own.  It  will 
notjustifiy  obstinacy  or  dogmatism,  nor 
admit  of  instability  and  weakness,  but 
should  encourage  you  always  in  firmness 
of  purpose  when  wisely  and  diliberately 
chosen. 

Hitherto  my  son  has  “belonged  to  some¬ 
body,”  and  has  divided  the  responsibility 
of  choice  and  decision  with  others.  But 
it  can  be  so  no  longer.  As  it  respects  your 
opinions  snd  actions  the  whole  responsibil¬ 
ity  hereafter  de  olves  upon  yourself. 
Others  will  now  begio  to  lool^to  you  and 
perhaps  take  their  line  of  action  from  yonr 
sentiments  snd  example.  Beware  that 
you  do  not  exhibit  s  dilutive  light  snd 
mislead  them  to  their  injury. 

Be  tenacious  my  son,  not  of  mere  <5)>in- 
lone,  not  of  yonr  own  gratification,  not  of 
yonr  selfish  case,  not  of  your  personal  inter¬ 
est  stone,  not  of  you r  abstract  rights. 
These  may  be  disregarded  or  waiv'  d  with¬ 
out  compromising  principle,  and  often  to 
yonr  credit  and  advantage  But  ever  b£*iu 
flexible  for  the  troth,  courageous  tor  the 
right,  friendly  to  the  poor  and  needy,  com 
passionate  toward  the  sufferer, the  advocate 
of  justice  tempered  with  mercy,  the  uphold¬ 
er  of  government  and  law,  the  supporter  of 
religion,  cherishing  malice  toward  none 
but  charity  for  all.  And  I  trust  my  son 
will  not  regard  these  things  ss  worthy 
sentiments  merely,  but  ae  virtues  to  be 
carefully  cherished  and  habitually  practic¬ 
ed.  They  contain  the  elements  of  a  truly 
noblq  nature  and  tha  assn  ranee  of  an  hon¬ 
orable  recognition  by  yonr  follow  men. 
In  these  things  my  sob  Illustrate  our  family 
motto — tenaeom  proyxmti  To*  need  not 
the  added  aasnrance  of  my  paternal  Mess¬ 
ing.  You*  Loving  Fathnn.

The  Utest 
street  toy  is  “the  chimes  an  apparently 
silver  bull  mounted  upon  apparently  gold 
wheels.  A  string  is  at'adied  to  the  mid 
die  of  the  bail,  which,  when  pullsd  across 
tbe  side  walk,  ring*  a  number  of  small 
bells  ihside  the  boll.  It  is  a  pretty  toy, 
though  rsthcr  noisy,  but  that  will  only  add 
to  ity  popularity  among  the  young  people.

at  many  hotel*,  though  there  the  coat  will 
be  greater.  But  our  brave  rov.  i  will  find 
that,  after  all,  the  cheapest,  uioat  aatisfoc- 
tory,  cleanest,  most  elegant  manner  of  din 
tng  is  to  take  a  friend  into  partnership,  go 
(os  first-class  restaurant,  and  order  for  on*. 
A  really  excellent  dinner,  served  in  a  per¬ 
fectly  unexceptionable  manner,  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  m  this  way  for — will  we  be  belicvqd 
when  we  say  for  from  fifty  cent*  to  one 
d"llar  a  piece  ?  No  matter  how  economi¬ 
cal  he  may  be  let  him  by  all  means  avoid 
the  lunch  counter,  of  which  too  constant 
patronage  will  drive  him  to  dyspepsia  and 
despair.

NEW  JERSEYDOK. 

The  tax  rate  of  Newark  hits  been  fixed

Eduoation&l. 

History  of  Early  Amnnicah  Col 

lkubs.  Prof.  Mooes  Coil  Tyler  delivered 
an  address  recently  before  tbu  New  York 
Historic*!  Society  on  tho  “  Early  Collrgei 
and  the  College  Builders  of  America!’’  |[0 
*»id  that  before  the  Revolution  there  were 
nine  established  colleges  in  this  country, 
alt  of  which  are  still  in  existence.  Har¬ 
vard  stood*  first,  Il  having  bean  built  ia 
1638.  The  seooad  college  was  built  fo 
Virginia  iu  1092,  and  called  William  snd 
Mary.  Yale  College  was  built  in  1099 
The  fourth  was  built  lu  New  Joisey  in  1748 
and  ie  now  known  aa  Princeton  College. 

In  1754,  Kings  College  In  New  York 
City  was  erected.  On  the  top  of  the  build¬ 
ing  was  placed  a  huge  iron  crown,  which 
was  torn  down  after  tue  R«vulu|iqn,  when 
the  building  was  re-christeAfid  Columbia 
College.  In  1775,  the  University  ot  Penn¬ 
sylvania  was  i  reefed  in  Philadelphia. 
Next  caine  Rhode  island  College,  built  in 
1784,  snd  which  forty  yearn  after  wa*  nsm 
ed  Brown  Univsraity.  Later,  the  Rev.  El 
eaxor  Wheelock  opened  a  school  for  Indian 
children  in^  Lebanon,  Conn.,  which  In  after 
years  led  to  the  erection  of  Dartmouth  Col 
bge  in  New  Hampshire. "MUhe  ninth  col 
lege  was  founded  in  1770,  In  New  Jersey, 
and  wits  called  Queens  College,  but  this 
name  waachauged  in  after  yean  to  Rutgcri 
College. 

Compulsory  Education. — England  ha* 
reached  entire  uoauiraity  on  the  question 
of  compulsory  education.  There  he*  been 
s  partial  or  local  compulsion  in  operation 
for  some  time- -it  ia  now  proposed  to  make 
it  universal.  In  a  recent  debate  in  the 
House  of  Commoua,  “  the  spokesman  of 
the  National  League  and  the  National  U- 
iiioit,  the  heads  of  llte  education  depart 
ment  in  the  Isle  and  the  present  govern¬ 
ments,”  all  agreed  to  tbe  necessity  of  a 
general  law.  Mr  Fawcett  who  represents 
the  opponent*  of  the  present  educational 
system,  said  that  “if  the  government  would 
bring  in  a  measure  of  general  compulsion, 
without  requiring  thst  si  bool -hoard*  sho  d 
be  constituted  universally,"  it  would  be 
gratefully  accepted.  Mr.  Forstor  mid  that 
he  had  himself  designed  such  a  measure, 
and  would  have  brought  it  forward  him¬ 
self  if  be  had  continued  in  office.  Lord 
Ssndou  staled  that  the  subject  waa  receiv¬ 
ing  the  attention  of  the  Government.  We 
may  expect  therefore,  that  a  government 
bill  will  shortly  be  introduced. 

Taking  our  country  over.  We  are  In  s 
worse  condition  than  England.  For  gen¬ 
erations  the  poor  whites  of  the  South  were 
suffered  to  grow  up  in  ignorance- -the  edu¬ 
cation  of  the  sIsYtsa  wa*  a  crime — our  older 
States  have  been  flooded  by  the  poor  of  the 
old  world,  many  of  them  without  fault  of 
their  own,  wholly  illiterate.
